Report of School Board 


To the citizens and parents in the Town of Alexandria: 


We beg to submit herewith our report for the current 
school year. 

The schools have kept twenty-six weeks and the at- 
tendance throughout town has been remarkably good, with 
a large number of scholars on the roll of honor. 

The board has been very fortunate in securing the 
services of competent teachers, and in most of the schools 
the same teacher was retained for both terms. We believe 
this to be a decided advantage, as it permits the work of 
the different classes to go along without interruption. 

Most of our scholars appear to have made good pro- 
gress, and when a child kas been so unfortunate as to 
miss the full benefit of his schooling because of poor at- 
tendance or lack of interest, it is safe to say that the par- 
ents have been more at fault than the scholar himself. Is 
it to be wondered at that a child loses respect for his 
teacher and interest in his work when parents are. con- 
stantly finding fault, criticising and underrating the 
teacher in the scholar’s presence? If there were any 
ground for fault finding, a plain talk between parent and 
teacher in most cases would make things right, and the > 
child’s respect for his teacher be retained. 

The school year which began July 15, 1910, must be, 
according to the provisions of the law, thirty weeks in 
length in order to entitle the school district to a share of 
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the state aid in December, 1911 ; and the appropriation for 
schools at the annual school meeting must be such as to 
constitute a tax rate for school purposes of $.45 on one 
hundred dollars, of equalized valuation. Our schools 
having kept fifteen weeks during the fall term, must be 
fifteen weeks in length this spring term as well in order to 
entitle the town to state aid. The town cannot afford to 
lose the advantage of this income trom the state, and it is 
to be sincerely hoped that sufficient funds will be appro- 
priated to meet the requirements of law.
